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SUMMER JOBS 
TO BE MORE 
PLENTIFUL

Good news for summer job seekers: 
Jobs should be more plentiful this year 
and a majority of employers have Jobs 
paying more than $15 per hour, accord- 
ing to a new report. 

The rebound in summer jobs should 
be good news for college and high- 
school students, common targets for 
employers offering internships and 
seasonal work during summer break, 
according to CareerBuilder, which 
released the summer Jobs report on 
Thursday. 

“Many summer Jobs went away com- 
pletely during the recession as compa- 
nies eliminated internship programs 
and as households cut back on vaca- 
tion and recreation spending,” said 
Matt Ferguson, CEO of CareerBuiider. 
“The growing number of empioyers 
adding seasonal help in good-paying 
Jobs this summer is a strong indicator 
of labor market momentum.” 

As usual for summer, leisure and hos- 
pitaiity empioyers iead ali industries 
in summer-hiring expectations, but IT 
firms and financiai services empioyers 
are among the first in iine for summer 
workers, CareerBuilder said. 

The survey was conducted on behaif 
of CareerBuiider by Harris Poll between 
Feb. 11 and March 6, and included a rep- 
resentative sample of more than 2,000 
full-time, U.S. hiring and human resourc- 
es managers across industries and com- 
pany sizes, CareerBuilder said.

McDonald’s workers 
flock to company HQ to 
demand higher wages

Among the hundreds of protesters who 
marched on McDonald’s headquarters in the 
’burbs were two 20 -something Chicagoans - 
one a veteran of the fast-food industry who 
needs to earn more to support her family the 
other a college student who was just loving 
the scene. 

“I’m out here to support myself and my fel- 
low co-workers at work right now {who are} just 
a little afraid to come out,” said Delores Leon- 
ard, 29, of the South Chicago neighborhood. 

Leonard has worked at a Hyde Park Mc- 
Donald’s for about seven years, and just two 
months ago received a raise from $8.25 an 
hour— the current Illinois minimum wage — 
to $8.90. 

When the first phase of Chicago’s wage in-

crease takes effect this summer, Leonard will 
get another bump, this time to $10. But that’s 
still not enough to support herself and her 
two young daughters, she said. 

“Ten dollars will help, but a living wage is 
so much more than that,” she said outside 
the company’s headquarters in suburban Oak 
Brook. 

For a second day in a row, a few hundred 
protesters swarmed the area outside Mc- 
Donald’s headquarters, where a shareholders 
meeting was scheduled for Thursday morn- 
ing. Police blocked off part of the streets and 


ringed the group with bike patrols. 

William Jefferson, 20, of Englewood, is 
“brand new” to protesting. He’s worked at a 
McDonald’s in the city’s Washington Park 
neighborhood for a few years now, includ- 
ing when he’s on summer breaks from Miles 
College in Alabama. He makes $8.25 an hour. 
A higher wage wiU help him pay for his com- 
munications degree, he said, and besides, the 
protests this week have been enjoyable. 

“It was actually fun. I was Snapchatting and 
Instagramming,” he said. 

The Fight for 15 movement for higher 
wages concentrates more on year-round mini- 
mum wage jobs, not just summertime posts. 
It has led to victories in cities including Chi- 
cago, which is raising its hourly minimum 
wage from $8.25 to $10 on July i and to $13 by 
mid-2019. On Tuesday Los Angeles voted to 
increase its $9 per hour minimum wage to $15

First curb-protected 
bike iane compieted

Cyclists worried about cars crashing into 
them now can test out Chicago’s first con- 
crete curb-protected bike lane. 

The bike lane on Sacramento Drive stretch- 
es for a quarter-mile from Ogden Avenue to 
Douglas Drive in Douglas Park, which is the 
new home of Riot Fest, according to the Chi- 
cago Department of Transportation. 

The new protected bike lane, reported on 
earlier by Streetsblog, was installed over the 
past week on Sacramento Drive, during a 
street resurfacing project, CDOT spokesman 
Mike Claffey told RedEye. 

On-street parking isn’t allowed on Sac- 
ramento— and wasn’t before the project. A 
few years ago, Sacramento was reduced from 
a four-lane street to two to create dedicated 
bike lanes in each direction, he said. Last 
week, a concrete curb was added as a barrier 
to separate car traffic from bikes. 

The curb is six inches high and two feet 
wide to protect cyclists from vehicular traffic, 
he said. The bike lane itself is about feet

That area 
is also where cyclist Bobby Cann was hit by a 
car and killed in 2013.

Six Baltimore Police officers were indicted 
Thursday on various charges related to the ar- 
rest and death of Freddie Gray 

Baltimore State’s Attorney Marilyn J. Mosby 
announced the indictments at a late-afternoon 
news conference at her downtown office. 

The indictments came nearly three weeks af- 
ter Mosby announced criminal charges against 
the officers. Some charges were slightly differ- 
ent than what Mosby announced May i. The 
grand jury review is a procedural step to move 
the case forward to a higher court, from Dis- 
trict Court to Baltimore City Circuit Court. 

New charges included reckless endanger- 
ment, while charges of false imprisonment 
were removed by the grand jury All six officers 
have been free on bail.

III. Senate passes 
bill for marijuana 
decriminalization 

Carrying small amounts of marijuana 
would result in a fine instead of an arrest 
under a measure approved Thursday by 
the Illinois Senate. 

Low-level cannabis possession would 
go from a crime with fines up to $2,500 
and up to a year in a jail to penalties lik- 
ened to a traffic ticket: no court time and 
a fine of up to $125 for those caught with 
15 grams or less, which is the equivalent 
of about 25 cigarette-sized joints. 

The Senate voted 37-19 to approve the 
legislation after it cleared the House last 
month. But it’s not going to Republican 
Gov Bruce Rauner’s desk just yet— 
sponsors say they’ll hold onto it until ad- 
ditional cleanup language is approved. 

Sponsoring Sen. Michael Noland, D- 
Elgin, said while he believes using mari- 
juana is wrong, people shouldn’t have 
their lives ruined because of it. 

Opponents of decriminalization said 
the measure doesn’t include treatment 
requirements or a limit on the number of 
tickets someone can receive.

■ a job recruiter saw this on a resume, it might lead to head scratching. “Pro- 
I fessional Ultimate athlete. Other hobbies: Club Ultimate athlete. Full- 
time day job.” Most of the time, “professional athlete” is job title enough, but 
pro Ultimate players have full-time jobs on top of the commitment to their Ameri- 
can Ultimate Disc League team and club Ultimate schedule. 


“This becomes such a passion for these 
guys that they sacrifice other activities,” said 
Steve Gordon, majority owner and managing 
partner of the Chicago Wildfire and commis- 
sioner of the AUDL. 


The league has been around since 2012. 
And even if you’ve never seen an Ultimate 
match, you probably have an idea of how it’s 
played. Think football with a Frisbee, only 
with all passing. 


The Wildfire play most of their home 
matches at Benedictine University in subur- 
ban Lisle and a select few at Lane Tech Sta- 
dium in Chicago. 

Their first match at Lane Tech this season 
is at 7 p.m. Saturday; the Wildfire are 3-2 so 
far in 2015. 

Until the AUDFs revenue stream increases 
substantially Wildfire co-captain Jonathan 
“Goose” Helton is a financial planner by day 
On his off time, he’s a two-time AUDL MVP. 

“I have a flexible schedule; I can meet with 
clients around the {Ultimate} schedule,” said 
Helton, a 31-year-old Wicker Park resident. 


“Whenever I need time off {to play], I take it; 
ril make that sacrifice for the game.” 

Most AUDL players make between $350 
and $700 per season, though a few of the top 
players pull down as much as $1,400 per sea- 
son. 

Even the team’s coach has another occu- 
pation. First-year Wildfire coach Chris Ash- 
brook is an account manager at KPMC He 
relies heavily on assistant coach Mike Shiel 
and the team’s co-captains to keep every- 
thing running smoothly 

“It’s definitely more than one person can 
handle,” said Ashbrook, a 31-year-old Lakev-

RULES OF ULTIMATE 

Ultimate traditionally is played with no referees, but officials were added at the professional 
level to prevent an extreme amount of discussion during the game. If a ref gets a call wrong, 
a player can overrule the referee. 

Game format: Four 12-minute quarters with a 15-minute halftime. 

How to play: Teammates must pass the disc to one another down the field until they score in 
the opposing team’s end zone. Players cannot run with the disc, and can only pivot one foot 
while holding the disc. They cannot hand the disc to another player. A turnover is called if the 
disc is dropped or thrown out of bounds, or if there is a foul. Teams in the American Ultimate 
Disc League typically score 40 goals between them.

Most Wildfire players live and work in the 
Chicago area, at least during the season, but 
one player flies in from Kansas City Mo., 
every weekend for games and practices: first- 
year player Brett Matzuka. (He played with 
the DC Breeze last season.) 

Matzuka, 31, holds a Ph.D. in biomath- 
ematics. During the week, he works at a chil- 
dren’s hospital specializing in mathematical 
modeling. As the only mathematician in the 
hospital, he helps determine the best doses of 
medicine for sick children. 

“I’ll basically be living here {in Chicago} ev- 
ery summer,” Matzuka said. 

Six weeks before the season starts, players 
practice at least twice per week, with another 
team workout on the schedule. During the 
season, to accommodate day jobs, the team 


practices whichever day there is no game on 
the weekend. 

So when will Ultimate athletes (hopefuUy) 
be able to quit their other jobs? 

“In the next three to five years, we hope to 
go pro,” Gordon said. “This is the big reason 
why we have so much growth in the number 
of teams in the league. The bigger player base 
increases revenue.” 

The only full-time Ultimate player is Bro- 
die Smith. Ever seen crazy Frisbee stunts on 
ESPN or TbuTube? That was probably Smith. 
He also holds a spot on the Wildfire’s roster 
and is back this season after missing all but 
half a game last year with a knee injury 

Since its inception in 2012, the league has 
grown from eight teams to 17 in 2014 and up 
to 25 this season, including four in Canada. 
The AUDL hopes to increase the total to 32 


by 2018. 

To bring the games to a wider audience, 
the AUDL signed an agreement with ESPN 
in 2014, and for the second straight season, 
ESPN3 signed on to broadcast 18 AUDL 
games, including one playoff round and all 
three games of the championship weekend. 

“{Ultimate is] growing rapidly and on the 
cusp of exploding,” Gordon said. “It’s a fun 
and exciting game that’s great exercise and a 
lot of fun. Just as importantly for parents, it’s 
low cost on entry and almost devoid of major 
injuries that you see in other sports.” 

The AUDL season runs through July Since 
most players also play club Ultimate, they’re 
on the field eight months of the year. 

Oh yeah, plus that 40 -hour workweek.

For many people. Ultimate is just a game 
with a disc played on college and high 
school campuses. That’s changing, how- 
ever, and Chicago is on the ground floor. 

Chicago’s American Ultimate Disc 
League team is the Wildfire. They were 
founded in 2013; this season is the team’s 
third in the league. 

There are four divisions (Midwest, 
East, South and West) and 25 teams in 
the AUDL; the Wildfire won the Mid- 
west in 2013 and lost in their first post- 
season game last season. 

“There are things we can control like 
strategy tactics, personnel and then we 
can set goals from there,” first-year Wild- 
fire player Brett Matzuka said. “We set 
goals to help reach our aspirations, which 
is to win the division, and expectations 
are a function of those aspirations.” 

The core players on the Wildfire last 
season are on the team again in 2015, 
including two-time league MVP and 
co-captain Jonathan Helton. Co-captain 
A.J. Nelson also returns; he led the team 
in goals in 2014. 

With a first-year coach in Chris Ash- 
brook, new assistant coach/player Mike 
Shiel and several roster additions, the 
team is working to adjust to all the 
changes. 

“We’re excited about the makeup of 
this team,” majority owner Steve Gordon 
said. “We added more athletic players 
that are younger and hungry This season 
the team has more potential and the sky’s 
the limit.” 

The Wildfire split their home games 
between Lane Tech Stadium in Chicago 
and Benedictine University in Lisle. 
About 600 fans show up to each game. 

“The atmosphere is positive, energet- 
ic,” Gordon said. “The demographics are 
a lot of youth under 18 or {adults age] 18 
to 30. It’s a fun crowd.” 

The guiding principle of Ultimate 
is known as the “Spirit of the Game.” 
There are referees on the field at the 
professional level (while there are not at 
other levels). If a referee misses a call, it’s 
the player’s responsibility to call the foul 
or overrule the caU. A foul results in an 
automatic turnover. 

“The intent at the pro level is integrity 
it’s a player’s call,” Gordon said. “This 
happens frequently not at every game, 
but pretty close. Games are tied with a 
minute to go and a player comes over say- 
ing the disc hit the ground first. It’s the 
heat of the moment and you see that’s 
the way they approach the game . ” -e.b.

It felt like we were all ceding 
iiur humanity,” the 44-year-old actor said by 
phone from New York City “I think more 
and more all of us are getting more removed 
:is technology pushes our lives forward and we 
also pull ourselves away from ourselves. Peo- 
ple’s sexual identity is changing via the Inter- 
i^et, and people’s intimacy with their parents 
i-5 changing, and kids have relationships with 
people via texting they’ve never met.” 

Interacting with someone you’ve never 
met certainly hits an extreme in “Good 
K ill,” opening Friday, in which Thomas Egan 
(Hawke) struggles with his role piloting a 
drone and killing people thousands of miles 
away while he sits in a trailer in Las Vegas. 
I lawke, on the other hand, is someone who’s 
been able to navigate his role in the industry 
with remarkable fluidity; he notes that in the 
last year he’s delivered an experimental art 
film (“Boyhood”), science fiction (“Predesti- 
nation”), a documentary about a piano player 
f 'Seymour: An Introduction”) and now a po- 
l itical drama (“Good Kill”), with a starring 
role as trumpeter Chet Baker on the way next 
year in “Born to Be Blue.” “[That variety is] 
the way I push myself to be a better actor,” he 
says. 

You met real drone pilots who play video 
games that are comparable to their job and 
have no training to compartmentalize what 
they do. Did you talk to them at all about 
how actors separate themselves from their 
work? 

iTiat is something that a lot of the guys, not 
just drone pilots, but a lot of the military 
guys— one of the recent things that’s hap- 
pened in recent warfare is their ability to 
come home quickly or even Skype with 
their family while they’re away Hell, a lot 
of the times that’s very challenging to hold 
hvo worlds in your head at once. That’s very 
much true for acting as well. When you put 
yourself in a performance, in a [place] of 
Lender standing different people, you start 
to shake out of the mindset that you teach 
yourself to be in. [If] you’re playing a charac- 
ter suffering a serious depression, your body 
doesn’t know you’re acting. Y)u’re just kind 
of teaching it how to feel that way It can be 
very difficult to shake off Or it can be very 
difficult to go from rehearsal to a parent- 
teacher conference and try to [compose] 
yourself like a sane human being. So I have a 
lot of understanding of those challenges. 
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Has there been a specific time where that’s 
been difficuit that you haven’t taiked about 
before? 

{Laughs.} No, I don’t know If you get too 
literal about it, it aU sounds dopey It’s a 
difficult thing to navigate. %ur imagination 
can be a very powerful thing. Much has been 
written about that. The power of thinking 
positively can bring good things in your life ... 
so can thinking negatively in any walk of life. 
And in performance, at its best, when you do 
it really well it can be very difficult; to really 
commit your whole self to a character and 
shed that skin gracefully every night is often 
very difficult. And one of the things I like 
about this movie being on location. I find 
plays are actually harder than movies because 
movies are all filmed on location whereas 
plays you’re at home. 

You’ve been outspoken about so many 
things over the years, while many people in 
Hollywood aren’t interested in giving per- 
sonal opinions about other actors, movies 
and the industry. Have you ever gotten any 
flak speaking your mind? 

Oh, yeah, of course. It’s a very difficult time 
period we live in. In a way it’s good, there’s 
accountability I enjoy movies, and I enjoy 
talking about ’em like a fan. I always think 
whenever you talk about anybody or any- 
thing you’re actually paying it a compliment 
because obviously something about it got to 
you. But I enjoy the dialogue about it all. But, 
yeah, it certainly can get me in trouble. I’ve 
pissed off a ton of people, a ton of people I 
didn’t mean to piss off 

What comes to mind? 

Well, if I bring it all up it’ll just make it all 
fresh again. {Laughs.} Believe you me, I think 
when I was younger people would mistake 
my passion for trying to figure out who I was 
artistically with being judgmental or as if I 


was so self-serious. I’m trying to enjoy myself 
I think when I was younger I really pissed a 
lot of people off I still have to pay the price 
for it. All the time. 

In what way? 

Oh ... when you pontificate in an extremely 
idealistic way about your views about how 
movies should be done, people often feel that 
you’re being judgmental about what they’re 
doing, that you’re expressing some displea- 
sure in what they’re about. In fact, the truth 
is, I was just trying to carve about my own 
identity; I didn’t really have an opinion about 
what anybody else was doing. I can’t go into 
any more detail about it without exacerbat- 
ing the problem. 

You didn’t know a lot about drones before 
“Good Kill.” How much do you feel the depth 
of research needed changes from project 
to project, or do you always wind up doing 
about the same amount? 

It’s always changing. The research you need 
to do for a movie like “Boyhood” is differ- 
ent than “Good KiU.” “Boyhood” is about 
rehearsal and getting to know the children, 
but you don’t have to learn what it’s like to be 
a dad. I am a dad. I know aU about it. I don’t 
know much about being a drone pilot, and so 
there’s a certain obligation to read and meet 
people who have done it and educate yourself 
so that the thing doesn’t smell fake. 

Is there a point during that process where 
you say, “OK, now I know as much as I need 
to know”? 

No, I never felt I needed to know as much as 
I should know The good news is that {direc- 
tor Andrew Niccol}’s a meticulous writer, 
and the integrity of the character was in the 
DNA on the page. He’s a really beautiful 
writer; ultimately I just had to trust him.

In the overrated 
“Boyhood” — that 
debate is over, but 
I’m never going to 
mention that movie 
without including 
the word “over- 
rated”— he earned 
an Oscar nomina- 
tion for an OK 
performance that 
never seemed like 
an actor disappearing into a role. He was still 
the quick-talking, uncertain character we’ve 
seen him play before. Though he was better 
than the stiff Patricia Arquette, who should 
return her award. 

However, everyone should praise Hawke 
for parts like his scene-stealing turn in the 
upcoming “Ten Thousand Saints” (he’s by far 
the best part of that movie) and his quieter, 
internal work in “Good Kill.” He plays Major 
Tom Egan, who did six tours of service as a 
pilot but now doesn’t even need to leave his 
Vegas neighborhood to attack the enemy 
It’s 2010, and targeted killings via drone 
strikes have escalated, with direction from 
the CIA and “the administration,” without 
much concern about discomfort from the 
folks actually pulling the trigger. “Was that a 
war crime, sir?” Egan’s colleague Vera Suarez 
(Zoe Kravitz) asks after one of many dubious

bombings in which moral questions pale in 
comparison to perceived threats. 

Clearly writer-director Andrew Niccol 
(writer of “The Truman Show”), bouncing 
back from the bad “In Time” and worse 
“The Host,” makes some points clunkily 
(Other overly blunt lines: “It used to be we 
go to war with a country, we’d actually go to 
the country” and “I didn’t sign up for that 
{bleep}.”) Egan’s struggles with alcohol and 
his detachment from his wife (January Jones) 
rarely go beyond the generic. Yet even as 
“Good Kill” contains frustration over the 
open-ended implications of strikes based on 
“If we don’t kill them, they’ll kill us,” Niccol 
isn’t oversimplifying what to do about inter- 
national warfare. The film is based on actual 
events and presents its disturbing gray area 
with urgency and sorrow. 

“I blew away six Taliban in Pakistan 
just today,” Egan tells a liquor store em- 
ployee. “Now I’m going home to barbecue.” 
Through Hawke, “Good Kill” demonstrates 
a soldier undone by the remove of killing 
remotely, where the only risk comes from 
retaliation or the conscience. No one is 
blowing up a funeral for no reason. But it’s 
impossible to see that, much less do it, and 
feel nothing, even from thousands of miles 
away, behind a screen.

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A sad, startling trip 



%u might think that 
title’s a joke. Many 
Westerns are slow. 

Is this the first in a 
series of parodies, 
soon to feature “Loud 
Comedy” and “Stupid 
Action”? 


No. Of course not. “Slow West” is a mood 
piece, patient and paced to the rhythms 
of movement across terrain. It’s not a big 
movie. At 79 minutes, it’s in firing distance 
of dipping below feature length, streamlined 
like the semi-comparable “Blue Ruin.” But 
hell if it doesn’t accumulate into something 
tragic and tender. 

The year is 1870. The place, somewhere in 
the Colorado territory Sixteen-year-old Jay 
(Kodi Smit-McPhee of “Dawn of the Planet 
of the Apes”) has traveled from Scotland to 
find his love. Rose (Caren Pistorius), even 
though she told him he’s “the little brother 
I never had.” But you know how teenage 
hearts can be. Still, Jay tall and thin and 
about as defenseless as a tree, isn’t exactly 


III! Slow West 
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intimidating anyone on his trek. Silas (Mi- 
chael Fassbender, great in everything) sees 
this immediately and charges the young man 
for his chaperoning services. Together they 
travel, not necessarily on the same side. A 
$2,000 bounty exists for Rose and her father, 
dead or alive. Silas knows this, as does his 
deadly former colleague (an underused Ben 
Mendelsohn of “Bloodline”). Jay does not. 

The feature writing/directing debut for 
John Maclean (who I suspect will avoid his few 
easy choices next time around), “Slow^)(hst” 
gives style a good name. That applies to dia- 
logue like Silas calling Jay (in slightly overdone 
voiceover), “a jackrabbit in a den of wolves, 
fortunate to be alive” or a traveler who tells 
Jay “In a short time, this will be a long time 
ago.” (Another one from Silas that I don’t 
want to leave out: “Wearing a dress don’t make 
her a lady”) It’s evident in countless strik- 



ing images, including mushrooms that seem 
massive but aren’t; a clothesline held between 
two horses on the go; and an arrow that would 
pierce Jay’s forehead had he not shot his hand 
in front of his face at the last moment. And it’s 
in the glimpse at a lawless time of suspicion 
and desperation, which doesn’t mean that 


everyone is soulless. There’s also a fantastic 
mid-movie sequence, about a man who desires 
a wanted poster and almost dies as a result, 
that would make a great two-minute short. 

A measured movie like “Slow West” will 
tempt you to fade away Do so and you’ll miss 
a lot that won’t soon be forgotten.

A valuable life experience

Valley/’ “This is 
the End”) may not 
fit many people’s 
concept of a leading 
man. In what sort of 
amounts to a lead-ish 
role in “I’ll See You in 
My Dreams,” though, the actor demonstrates 
compassion and natural, restrained appeal. 

I’d love to see someone give him a chance 
with something even more prominent. 

Not that it’s his movie, really I led off that 
way so you know that “I’ll See You in My 
Dreams” isn’t entirely focused on people in 
their late 6os/early 70s— and that approach 
was necessary because no matter your age 
it should be obvious how frequently those 
kinds of movies are an insult to the veteran 
actors they cast. “And So It Goes,” starring 
Michael Douglas and Diane Keaton, and

It’s awkward, not that far off from the scene 
in “The 40 -Year-Old Virgin.” Soon, though, 
she’s dating Bill (Sam Elliott), who first spots 
Carol looking at pills at the store.

Proceed with caution

Prime & Provisions. It sounds like some kind 
of glamping retreat for investment bank- 
ers, right? With its luxury pricing and bevy 
of dry-aged steaks, that’s not far from the 
truth, but it’s actually the newest entry in the 
downtown steakhouse game from Dineamic 
Group. Though the founders— Luke Stoioff 
and David Rekhson— might be most known 
for creating bro-friendly bars Bull & Bear 
and Public House, their current strategy is 
to move from bars with good eats to mature, 
full-fledged restaurants. That brought on the 
opening of Italian restaurant Siena Tavern 
with “Top Chef” fan favorite Fabio Viviani 
in 2013, and now. Prime & Provisions, which 
opened earlier this month in the Loop. 

Rather than a nouveau steak- 
house with an edgy vibe, they 
instead committed to a revival of 
the full-fledged old-school Chi- 
cago steakhouse. “So many {new 
steakhouses} are adding 10 dif- 
ferent types of new dishes or five 
different kinds of sauce. That’s 
not who we are. We’re reverting 
back to basics. We don’t want to 
reinvent the wheel,” Rekhson 
said. “We want to celebrate the 
great lineage {of steakhouses} with classics. 
Our menu only has about 25-30 items, what 
we call ‘complete cravers,’ made from better 
and fresher ingredients.” I stopped in to see 
if they achieved what they set out to do. 


A dining room fit for The Donaid 

On the surface, they have. The entryway 
features a sign lined with fancy peacock 
feathers. The dining room is outfitted with 
wrought iron, massive drum pendants and 
a curved half barrel- shaped ceiling so fancy 
it’s fit to cradle Donald Trump. The place 
drips with elegance. Many of the booths are 
outfitted with tufted leather and filled with 
mod glasses-wearing. French-cuffed dudes 
and model-esque ladies. One of the booths 
is uniquely lined with a zebra print that only 
Liberace might love— it’s a nod, Rekhson 
said, to the famed Booth One at Pump 
Room, once a VIP perch for Humphrey Bog- 
art and Lauren BacaU and the informal club- 
house of famed Sun-Times gossip columnist 
Irv Kupcinet. The dining room also features 
a lot of plate glass windows, some with a view 
of the Chicago River and others with a view 
of all the ruddy steak glory of the on-premise 
dry-aging room. 


You’ve (not) been served 

The service didn’t rise to the elegance of the 
room, at least not at first. Servers wore shiny 
dark green vests that look less Gibson’s and 
more high school prom, and once sat, our ta- 
ble waited waterless, menuless and neglected 
for at least 10 minutes. Rekhson told me that 
the focus here is on team-style service, that

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“when food is read)^ it’s all hands on deck 
to get that sizzling steak to the table.” And 
it’s true, after the initial miss, at least three 
different servers delivered our plates during 
the meal. They were blazing hot and more 
than once we were told to be careful not to 
touch the plates because they were hot. I 
also appreciated that Rekhson made his way 
around the dining room to check on diners 
and thank them for coming. 

I believe the Dineamic guys are genuinely 
invested and eventually will get things right. 
Rekhson and executive chef Anthony Fraske 
were gracious and understanding when I ex- 
plained the shortcomings of my meal in our 
later interview But in the meantime, their 
servers are enthusiastically recommending 
the heirloom tomato salad ($14) dripping 
with creamy Wisconsin gorgonzola and pick- 
led onion in the middle of May Miraculously 
(considering they’re not in season until later 
this summer), one of those tomatoes was 
perfect, with a steak-like heartiness, but the 
other two were mealier than stale cornbread. 
The pickled onion was a nice touch that cut 
through the richness of the cheese. 

Mother cluckin’ awesome 
fried chicken 

A steakhouse’s reason for being, of course, 
is meat. And typically, that’s beef But what 
you really want at Prime & Provisions is the 
fried chicken ($12 for half portion, $18 for 
full portion). The shattery crust glinted with 
salt crystals and was adorned with jewel-like 
curlicues of candied orange zest and flecks 
of emerald-colored rosemary Served with 
a chili-infused bourbon-barrel aged maple 
syrup for dipping, I don’t think I’ve had 
better fried chicken in Chicago. I also tried 
the turbinado sugar-crusted heritage-breed 
duroc pork bacon ($12)— the slab nearly 
an inch thick and as long as a baby’s arm— 
swimming in a pool of more bourbon maple 
syrup and dark chocolate. It reminded me of 
Vosges Haut Chocolat’s famous Mo’s Bacon 
Bar on steroids, but the bacon itself was a 
little chewy 

Burn, baby, burn 

So, what of the beef? Chef Fraske raved— 
with the kind of intensity Blackhawks play- 
by-play legend Pat Foley does when Patrick 
Kane scores a spin-o-rama goal— about the 
beef here being “never ever.” That means 
“100 -percent natural, antibiotic-free, never- 
ever-been-inoculated prime black angus” 
from Creekstone Farms in Kansas, he said. 
The steaks are also dry-aged for at least 35 
days; my server said mine was actually 45 
days old. At $72, the 22-ounce bone-in-ribeye 
certainly set a record for the most I’ve ever 
paid for a steak. (Had I not been so protec- 
tive of the RedEye expense account, there’s 
the option to go for a $120 porterhouse for 
two.) Though I ordered the rib-eye rare, the 




interior varied between rare and medium rare 
and was riddled with a lot of fat— and I’m not 
talking gentle marbling, but thick, snowy- 
colored gelled hunks of it. I especially liked 
the funky blue cheese-like flavor present in 


each bite as a product of the dry-aging, but 
I didn’t love the fact that the edges were 
acrid with carbon. Whatever you do at a 
steakhouse, the first rule is you do not burn a 
steak that costs the equivalent of almost nine 
hours of hard-won labor at Chicago’s current 
minimum wage rates. I asked Fraske how 
this might happen and he said, “We actually 
want to char them. We use an induction top 
broiler that’s super-hot. One man’s char is 
another man’s delight.” The gruyere-laden 
potatoes au gratin ($12) were also bubbling 
with char that tasted like ash and covered 
with dry frizzled leeks that reminded me of 
Redfoo’s hairstyle. Frankly, with all the burn- 
ing going on, I was ready to call Taylor Kin- 
ney, aka Kelly Severide on “Chicago Fire,” to 
put this mother out. 

A bone to pick 

I moved on to seafood in hopes of a better 
result. Unfortunately the dover sole ($48) 
was mushy and doused in brown butter. Even 
though the menu described it as expertly fil- 
leted, it looked like Edward Scissorhands had 
butchered it and, while eating it, I encoun- 
tered a handful of pin bones that I had to 
spit out. I washed down my resentment with 
a well-balanced Hemingway daiquiri ($14) 
brimming with rum, lime and grapefruit 


juices, and complimented my bitterness with 
a pitch-perfect negroni ($14). 

A happy ending 

I also found a bit of a rebound in firm florets 
of purple cauliflower sprinkled with salty par- 
mesan and pistachio ($12) that had satisfying 
winey notes, as well as a tangy boozy tequila- 
lime icebox cake ($12)— created by Dineamic 
corporate pastry chef Amy Arnold— that 
tasted like a mashup of key lime pie and killer 
cheesecake. 

Bottom line 

With Chicago Cut Steakhouse across the 
river delivering pitch-perfect service and 
pristinely cooked splurge-worthy beef, the 
Prime & Provisions crew is going to have a 
tough time competing if they don’t up their 
game. Though it serves some of the best 
fried chicken in town and has a beautifully 
designed dining room, right now. Prime & 
Provisions is unfortunately just another 
slightly below-average expensive Chicago 
steakhouse.

BREWING WITH PIPEWORKS

When Pipeworks Brewing Company found- 
ers Beejay Olson, Gerrit Lewis and Scott 
Coffman started production at 1675 N. 
Western Ave. in a 2,500 -square-foot building, 
they were like a lot of Chicago’s fledging craft 
breweries: a couple of guys working hard to 
get their own beer out there. 

Now— three years later— the crew is nearly 
20 employees strong and is slowly transition- 
ing over to a new, much bigger space (16,000 
square feet) at 3912 W McLean Ave., 2.5 miles 
west of their current facility 

They hope to be fully operational by the 
first week of June, canning their popular 
Ninja vs. Unicorn, a double IPAat 8.5 per- 
cent ABV, alongside a different beer every 
week and a brand new beer every month. 

“We didn’t have enough physical space for 
a canning line {in our current space}, so now 
we’ll be able to make four packs of 16 -ounce 
cans and get more into the lower ABV ses- 
sion beers,” said Mike Schallau, operations 
manager.

“We want to at least do a canned vending 
machine with all our canned beers inside,” 
he said. “Or just some PBRs. We also want 
to eventually feature art from local artists on 
our walls, similar to the old garage door at 


our current space. 

But their current space won’t go empty 
The gang plans to brew sour beers at the 
facility and will open a bottle shop next door 
(1673 N. Western Ave.) to feature growlers 
and other bottles, too. 

Nearly half of the new facility’s 16,000 
square feet will be used for housing barrels 
used to age beers over a longer amount of time.
